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Today....we judge varieties of fruits and vegetables by size...color...and 
flavor. In the future...plant scientists say we may look for an added dis- 
tinction in choice fruits and vegetables. They'll have a higher vitamin content, 

First step in this recent scientific development is to find varieties of 
fruits and vegetables that have a high vitamin contant. Then the scientists 
will improve the variety through better cultural methods .. .breeding and 
selection. 

For example...pomologists at the New. York State Experiment Station have 
recently found a variety of apple....grown in the orchards at the station... 
that is unusually rich in vitamin C. In fact....this variety of apple....the 
White Calville....has almost as high a content of vitamin C as an orange. 

Now the White Calville isn't a new variety. The records show it goes 
back to 1600. It's long been a favorite table apple in Europe. It's a pale 
yellow apple..:..of medium size....juicy...and with a delicate flavor. 

From the White Calville....the scientists hope to develop new apples with 
high vitamin C content...and thereby add to the apple's good reputation for 
keening the doctor away. Tn = : 
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
